bugging device which bugs 
and tapes telephone con- 
versations from remote 
locations. 

No agent has to enter the 
premises of a person under 
surveillance to install the 
equipment. 

The device can be at- 
tached to a telephone pole, 
telephone line or to a 
cable vault. It sets up a 
radio frequency wave which 
triggers a switch in the 
telephone to be bugged. 

Even with the telephone on 
its hook, the sound waves 
in the room are picked up 
and the conversation trans- 
mitted to waiting tape 
recorders. 

The device was recently 
described by Clyde Wallace, 
an electronics manufac- 
turer at a symposium in 
Washington, D.C., of the 
Association of Federal 
Investigators.
